I do not propose to take up very 
much of your time beyond expressing 
the doliKht uf the bankers of Maysvllle 
for the privilege of being your hosts 
today.

U may interest 
some of you to know that the first 
bank established within the boun- 
daries of this Group was in the city 
ol Maysvllle eighty years ago. a 
branch ot the Bank of Kentucky, witii 
a capital of $460,000 and a circulation 
which at times was In excess of $HOt),- 
aoa. LAter, a branch of ihi- Farmers 
Hank was established liei<' with a 
larKo rapltai and clrcutution. This 
will indleate to you the prominence 
of .Maysvllle ns a haiikiio; point at 
that early day, as It lias coiiiiniieil to 
ho to the present time. 

This community has been hti'ssed in 
never havlnj; experienced a haiilv 
failure. You may wonder how the 
banks used tlieir money. 'I'lie line 
hankiut; racililies stiinulated many 
other Illinois lliai 1 will nieiilion for 
my piiipose. the prodiiition of cattle, 
hogs and liemp. 

I reiiieiiiher the iirlilii I experienced 
as a scliool hoy in seeing in the 
KcoKraphies lliat, Maysvllle was the 
ureal est hemp market in tho world 
It is hard to realize this, as now It Is 
a rorKctteii industry in this county. 
At that lime there were several hemp 
factories here. One ot the oontribu 
tiiiK causes to the abandonment of Its 
production was the labor ot break- 
in k the hemp, wbicb had to be done 
by hand It has been a matter of sur- 
prise that no maehlnery was ever sii< - 
cessfully invented for broakliiK hemii 
Labor, since the days of slavery. lia»i 
retnaad to use the hand-brake, wiiidi 
waa very arduous. This and the in 
troductton of Jute and foreign hemp 
disposed of IU production In this 
county. 

Hogs wiM-e diivi ii on font tO Vir- 
ginia and the Caroliiias. aiijl packing 
establishmonl shipped the product to 
Now Orleans hy flat Ixiats, whicli mar- 
ket at one time received our tohae- 
ro, wliile callle were slaunlitered In 
Mavsvitle and slitppeil to KnwIamI 
The lietier facilities for ralsluK stock 
In I lie West iinally did away with 

these enterprises. 

Flatl>oatlim was a great industry 
for beveiul decades before the Civil 
war. 

A number of plow factories, manu- 
facturiiiw; sunar and cotton ptows, o»r- 
rloil their wares to the SouUiem coun- 
try, reUllin« them along the coast 
with repair shops fitted up on the 
flatboat, to Baad tha plows previous- 
ly sold. .. ^ - 

Whan the aNNWqr was realised from 
the various prodoela. the banks re- 
oelveift. some of it and it was re-In- 
vested tor their advances in cotton 
bills on New York and Liverpool, thus 
keeping the asseU of tho banks in a 
lliiuid shape and fiirnlshliiK thu 
gold for the state bank notes when 
thoy were returned for redemption.

The thing uppermost In the mind 
of every hanker is the Federal Re- 
serve System, which is being Installed 
In the country., thi" provisions of which 
will be alily piesenled at tills session. 
It is a matter of roKret that this sys- 
l«m h;i8 not up to this time, attract- 
ed tlie state liaiiks and tiiist coiii- 
patiies, which conijirise the majority 
ot the haiikiim (apital of the country, 
alioilt !•'.» per cent of the liiemlKTship 
being from the nationat hanks and 
lonly 1 per ci'iit from the slate hanks 
I and trust companies. If the u uili 
were told, if It had been left optional, 
a majority of the national banks 
would not have become members. Hut 
the system must not be coiulemi)e<| on 
this account. When the national bank- 
ing system was adopted it was a long 
time before it had any appreciable 
growth. It never did encompass a 
majority of the banking capital of the 
country, but It proved a great bless- 
ing, and the circulation was a for- 
tcnate retreat from the old state bank 
circulation.

nor does he give a rap for the inconvenience to 
others or for the health of the eoimiiunit \'. 

To. Reason with such a man is so much time wast- 
ed, tor were he able to reason or even capable of 
underslHiiding what reason means, he would not 
have to Ite told not to spit on the sidewalks, and an 
etfort to explain the daugeis arising from this 
would prove oven more useless, 
however, not necessary to ar^'iie or reason

petition troin ndiiim liim of tlie Kctise 
of eiijoMiienl and pli aHiire out of tlie 
iiusiiies.s tliat it slunild Klve. 

Tile eountry lianUer serves ills eus- 
eonieiw I'liithfn'.ly and well and jslves 
,(.eiu iiraetieully all of liis lime; ail 
of ttieir reasonaljle and legitimate 
wants are taken tare ol liy lilin, Un- 
der aiiv and all eondltions, and in re- 
tiiin lor tills 1 think he is entitled 
to hate tbe buaineas transacted large- 
ly his way— in view of the fact that 
his is the right way. This can only 
he brought alwut by the co-operation 
of the bankers in each community— 
not by holding local meetings and 
agreeing cn certain ironclad rules and 
regulations, but by the firm resolve 
on the part of each banker that he 
will demand that the renulations rov- 
erniii;i correct banking shall be car- 
ried out at ail times, and that the 
liankInK busincsa In hia community 
shall be conducted In auch a way as 
,o maintain the standard of diKiiilled 
liankiiiK. Any lien, tils derived from 
d'-pattiires t'liiiii lliis way of tiaiikiiiv; 
are sliort-liveil aiwl iiivarialily reaet to 
the ilisadvaiilaue ol the liaiik prac- 
ikiiiK tliein. If >oii lose a ('usioiiier 
lieeaiise ol' liavin;; re(|iiirid iiiiii to 
(oii'orm to till' lorreiM nielliods of 
(loiiiu lnisiiii ss, \()ii make for the liaiik 
thai ts liiin a lu lier customer: and 
if one comes to you dissaliatied Ih - 
eaiis" of lunKm Ixcii eonipelled, t«y 
ant.llier bank, to (omply with tli> 
same regulations, he makes for you 
a Letter ctistotner. As an illuatratlou 
o!' \v|.at co-operation, or rather mu- 
tual iinderatanding, will do toward 
brlnglUK about what the banker de- 
sires—! would suggest that In our 
town there are four banks that for 
years have had overdrafts averaginu 
$4d,iti)i». Recently, under pressure 
from the department, we undertook 
to eliminate thla olijectionable prac- 
tice. One of our lianks set to work 
very enerBeticiilly and within a very 
shore space of time had actually 
eliminated overdrafts in tliat instil ii- 
tioii. Tlie effort on his part made It 
very easy lor us to do likewise — also 
the other hanks of the town- and in 
our last piihllslii'il slaleiiieiit to tli<< 
department the overdrafts of ih' 
hanks of the lown weri' less than $-.- 
iMiii. and I miL;lit iiieiilion that our in- 
stitution had the IiIl: i lld of this. 

It is not an iiiKiimiiion iliiim today 
to lii'ar a country hanki'i'. ol miiiilli' 
or less. (•Olllphilll of the firllid lit 
his dallv liiisiness. and the reason iisii 
ally niven is that under present con 
ditioiiH and preseiii. iiietliodB for meet 
Ing strong copetltloii lils luiBinesB in ii 
tax upon him at all times. This con 
diiion, in my opinion, is unnecessar 
and sliouid not exist; it is brought 
about largely by the banker himself 
and, therefore, can only be remedied 
by him. 

Much of the strenuosity arisinK 
from supposed present-day competi 
tion is simply wasting energy in usi 
li>ss agiution on the part of the bank 
er. There la room enough for all and 
In ny opinion, a little ealiuer pm 
Kiiance and the ever-readincBs to co- 
operate with your nelulibor will Berv< 
to maintain the dlnnlty of the busi- 
iirsR witliout loss to anybody. Th 
di;,cus.-<!()n of bank depoaits la In i 
sense like tlie discussion of the stale 
<,f one's health, the least said atiout 
it. the beter for all concerned 

Further, many of tlh' iin s. iit ila\ 
methods ol adverllsiiiK do not si i v 
to ludiniiie the best intere.sis ol ihi 
bank, nor do they t4'iid to el. \ali' tin 
standard of banklnn. l-'or instaiii c an 
ii;^en» will stdl lo one hank the ex<-Iu 
sivi 'ise of a cirf iilar letter that w il 
(•(iiK eiii rate all tln' funds of the com 
ir. Hilly ill Ills lank; he is liillowed 
in the course of a tew days hy an- 
other a^ent who proposes to sell i 
counteractinir letter to the neigtitior 
In^ bank and the net result is a com- 
plete ofl'Bei, and the bankers are out 
their money, time and the bother of
